Upon theſe and the like reſolutions, 
ſhe threw her ſelf into a deepMelancholy;

ficians, laboured to find out the cauſe to. 
' Makethe cure more eafie, ſpeedy, and 
eertain : But ſhe thus had a lock*d-up- 
Soul in a. Fort impregnable; what ; 
through 
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iz The MISS Diſplay a, with - 
through Diſdain ( the tzand-Maid of 
Pride it ſelf,the Lord of tubborn reſolu- 
tion ) ſhe became ſo impenitrable, that 
ſooner might they bring the Poles toge- 
ther, than ſeparate her from one tittle of 
her private reſolution; fo that finding 
her fixt, they forbore any further in- 
quirYs onely obſerv'd all occaſions , and 

Circumſtances, eyery paſſage, and e- 
veryactionthat might give light tothoſe 
deſigns,on which ſhe laboured with ſuch 
Difhculty ;, at length finding her iet one 
day in a private room ( all alone, but {o- 
litude, and her own perplexed thoughts) 
her Father, ftealing within hearing, 
might hear her utter theſe words. - 0 
Life, which hath decerved ſo many, ſedu- 
ced ſo many, blinded ſo many, thou art no- 
thing at thy beginning \ thy light is nothing 
but a ſhadow, thou art but ſmokes at thy 
he:ght ; thou art ſweet to Fools, bitter to 
the Wiſe ;, who loveth thee,knowes thee not;, 
who knoweth thee, contemns thee; And 
here ( witha deep {igh ) ſhe made a ſtop, 
when her Father preſſing upon her, de- 
manded the cauſe of this quarrel between 
hcr and Life, urging her with much in-:

applying her Beauty, Youth, Wit, and

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before, and well befitting her no mean 
Extraction; yet it was thought too mean 
forſo tranſcendent a Beauty.  _- 
This Lady ſcldom went any where, 
but Cornelis attended her , which 
proved very advantageous to her ad- 
mired beauty, in making the know- 
ledge thereof ſpread umverially : and 
indeed, ina great City very populous, 
"where Men and their Minds (living as it 
were in a Burſe of reſort) were continu- 
ally trucking for new Commodities, it 
was impoſſible for this rich Jewel, which 
was without foyl, ſhould either ſtand ga- 
ping for a Chapman, or like an idle 
Apprentice, blowing his fingers,or hands 
inhis Pockets, cry, What lack you, Sir ? 
This unclouded beauty, like the Sun,
